Dr.  Ginott  received  her  A.B.  degree 
from  Indiana  University  and  her  Masters 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  Graduate 
Faculty  of  the  New  School  For  Social 
Research.  She  is  a  former  professor  of 
psychology  at  Hunter  and  Queens  Colleges 
and  a  visiting  scholar  at  Chatham  College 
in  Pittsburgh.  She  was  the  recipient  of 
the  Eleanor  Roosevelt  Humanities  Award; 
a  member  of  the  1970  White  House  Con¬ 
ference  on  Children;  and  the  keynote 
speaker  at  a  Symposium  for  the  Inter¬ 
national  Year  of  the  Child  held  at  the 
American  University  in  Cairo,  Egypt.

Jack  Resnick 

The  Nursery  School  Play  Area  on  the 
fifth  floor  of  the  new  building  bears  the 
name  of  our  first  honoree:  Jack  Resnick, 
along  with  his  wife,  Pearl.  The  Resnick 
name  is  legendary  in  a  long  list  of  major 
community  projects.  The  Resnicks  have 
been  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
for  18  years.  They  and  their  four  children, 
Marilyn,  Susan,  Burton  and  Ira  have  fol¬ 
lowed  their  parents’  example  in  service  to 
the  Jewish  community. 

Active  in  the  real  estate  and  con¬ 
struction  industries  for  over  50  years, 
Mr.  Resnick  was  honored  in  1966  as  “Man 
Of  The  Year”  by  the  Real  Estate  Square 
Club  for  his  achievements  in  the  real  estate 
industry.  He  is  a  benefactor  of  the  Albert 
Einstein  College  of  Medicine  where  he 
established  the  Jack  and  Pearl  Resnick 
Gerontology  Center  as  well  as  a  fellow¬ 
ship  in  geriatrics  to  further  research  into 
the  problems  of  the  aged.  He  is  a  “Founder” 
of  the  Hebrew  University,  a  patron  of  the 
Belfer  School  and  a  major  contributor  to 
the  International  Synagogue  at  Kennedy 
International  Airport.

For  a  long  time  the  “Do  It  Yourself” 
revolution  passed  Jews  by.

How  many 
parents  have  depended  on  religious  schools 
not  only  to  teach,  but  to  “be”  the  Jewish 
experience  of  their  children’s  lives.  How 
many  Jews  have  been  content  with  the 
knowledge  that  other  people  are  studying, 
that  other  people  are  praying,  that  other 
people  are  involved  with  Synagogue  life? 

But  the  times  have  caught  up  with  us. 
More  and  more  people  call  me  on  the  tele¬ 
phone  and  say:  “I’d  rather  do  it  myself.” 
But  then  they  go  on  to  say:  “Just  what 
do  I  do?”  And  those  words  are  music 
to  my  ears. 

Some  suggestions  for  the  New  Year: 

1)  Do  you  nave  The  Jewish  Catalogue? 
If  not,  get  one  soon.  It’s  full  of  ideas. 

2)  Come  study.  We  are  teaching  a  series 
of  courses  this  year  entitled  “Returning 
to  Judaism,”  designed  to  tell  you  the 
“How”  as  well  as  the  “Why”  of  living  as 
a  Jew.  And  could  you  go  wrong  with  any 
of  our  other  courses  as  well?? 

3)  Don’t  forget  Sukkot.  The  whole  body 
eats  in  the  Sukkah  and  not  just  one  part: 
That  is  a  do-it-yourselfer’s  dream!  And  it 
is  especially  praiseworthy  to  have  your 
own  lulav  and  etrog.  Call  the  Synagogue 
office  and  purchase  a  set  for  your  family. 
But  better  yet,  go  down  to  the  Lower 
East  Side  and  buy  one  yourself. 

After  all,  why  not  say  this  year:  “I’d 
rather  do  it  myself!”

Music  That  Lives! 

The  following  statement  appears  in  a 
recent  Newsweek  Magazine  article:  “  .  .  . 
the  Hazzan  and  his  traditional  voice  is 
disappearing  from  the  American  syna¬ 
gogue.”  Photos  show  a  young  cantor  at 
prayer,  with  a  long  woolen  talit  and  a 
guitar,  leading  kids  in  camp  songs  and  a 
cantorial  student,  bearded  and  bareheaded 
rehearsing  his  chants  with  hands  in  his 
pockets  to  the  flute  accompaniment  of 
another  cantorial  student,  a  young  woman. 

After  the  article  appeared  congregants 
and  friends  called  me,  surprised  and  dis¬ 
mayed  by  the  article,  buoyed  by  their 
own  experience  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
where  synagogue  music  always  has  been 
celebrated  with  respect  for  the  past  and 
the  present.  It  is  also  true  that  several 
hundred  American  synagogues  are  served 
with  great  distinction  by  my  colleagues 
in  the  Cantors  Assembly,  professional 
cantors  possessing  amazing  talents,  pro¬ 
ficiency  of  craft  and  courageous  dedica¬ 
tion  to  the  synagogue  and  to  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  its  hallowed  musical  traditions. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Newsweek  article 
succumbed  to  sensationalism.  It  describes 
extremes  and  uses  a  pun  as  its  subtitle: 
“Where  have  all  the  Hazzans  gone?”  It 
is  true,  the  American  Jewish  scene  has 
changed  and  continues  to  change.  The 
change  is  rapid,  but  it  is  not  sudden. 
Cantors  in  Conservative  synagogues  began 
adapting  to  this  change  in  American  Jewish 
life  in  the  1930s.  In  perspective,  much  of 
the  change  in  style,  word  accentuation 
and  the  creation  of  congregational  singing 
was  sweeping,  but  it  was  accomplished 
gradually,  led  by  distinguished  cantors, 
the  late  David  J.  Putterman  and  his  fellow 
colleagues  who  founded  the  Cantors 
Assembly.  These  Hazzanim  led  their 
congregations  in  song  and  prayer  with  a 
sense  of  integrity,  liberalism  and  dedica¬ 
tion  to  tradition. 

The  young  men  and  women  who  are 
the  cantorial  students  of  today  are  part  of 
our  contemporary  American  scene  in  every 
way.  They  have  chosen  to  spend  five  years 
to  further  their  studies  of  Judaism  and 
the  complex  cantorial  heritage.  They  are 
preparing  to  serve  Jewish  congregations, 
bridging  their  generation  with  the  gen¬ 
erations  of  Jews  which  preceded  them. 
We  can  only  admire  them  and  their  efforts. 

However,  much  of  the  repertoire  and 
style  which  has  mirrored  centuries  of 
Jewish  life  does  stand  in  danger  of  being 
lost.  On  this  point  I  agree  with  the  News¬ 
week  article.  In  the  next  issue  of  the 
BULLETIN,  I  plan  to  discuss  this  con¬ 
cern  and  offer  some  possible  solutions  to 

this  problem.  _  „

SCHOOL  BELLS  RING 
IN  SHERR  INSTITUTE  OF 
ADULT  JEWISH  STUDIES 

The  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish 
Studies  begins  its  fall  series  of  courses 
during  the  week  of  October  26.  Some 
highlights  are: 

JEWISH  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  BABIES. 

In  recognition  of  the  many  young  families  who 
have  moved  into  our  neighborhood,  we  are 
happy  to  offer  a  new  and  unusual  course  on 
infant  development  for  mothers  and  their 
babies.  From  a  unique  perspective,  Mrs.  Carol 
Schapiro  Kekst  will  lead  this  series  of  eight 
sessions.  There  will  be  a  fathers’  day,  though 
fathers  are  invited  to  participate  whenever  they 
can.  This  course  meets  on  Tuesdays  beginning 
October  27,  from  10  to  11:30  A.M.  for  mothers 
with  children  from  6  to  12  months  of  age,  and 
again  from  12  noon  to  1:30  P.M.  for  mothers 
with  children  from  birth  to  6  months  of  age. 

LUNCH  ’N’  STUDY.  During  four  Tuesday 
afternoons,  the  first  Tuesdays  of  November, 
December,  February  and  March,  congregants 
who  work  in  midtown  are  invited  to  study  dur¬ 
ing  their  lunch  hour.  Bring  a  paperbag  lunch, 
and,  from  12  noon  to  1:40  P.M.  study  the  text 
of  the  Book  of  Amos  with  Rabbi  Wechsler. 
The  class  will  end  by  1:40  P.M.  so  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  return  to  work  by  2  P.M. 
Call  the  Synagogue  office  one  week  before  the 
class  on  November  3  in  order  to  find  out  where 
the  first  session  will  be  held.  The  chairman  of 
LUNCH  ’N’  STUDY  is  Mr.  Alan  Levine. 

RETURNING  TO  JUDAISM.  This  new 
course  is  designed  to  fill  a  gap  in  the  lives  of 
many  who,  when  their  children  begin  to  study 
in  our  school,  say  to  themselves:  “If  only  I 
could  have  this  education  myself.” 

The  course,  “Returning  to  Judaism,”  is  a  basic 
Judaism  course  designed  to  teach  adults  the 
essence  of  Jewish  practice  and  belief.  It  starts 
with  the  assumption  that  people  know  nothing 
at  all.  Beginning  on  October  26,  the  first  ses¬ 
sions  will  be  devoted  to  the  Synagogue  Service. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  many  that,  should 
they  wish  to  set  aside  Monday  evenings  from 
7  until  9:30  P.M.,  they  will  be  able  to  take  a 
Hebrew  course  at  7  P.M.,  followed  by  the 
“Returning  to  Judaism”  course  at  8:15  P.M. 
This  will  make  it  possible  to  begin  a  series  of 
courses  in  Jewish  renewal  that  will  enable 
adults  to  discover  their  Jewish  roots. 

TALMUD.  And  let  it  be  not  forgotten 
that  other  courses  begin  in  October  as  well: 
Rabbi  Wechsler’s  course  in  Talmud,  meeting  for 
ten  Wednesday  evenings  will  study  the  Tractate 
of  Kiddushin:  Laws  concerning  marriage,  rela¬ 
tions  between  parents  and  children,  as  well  as 
the  attitude  toward  old  age,  and  this  course 
begins  on  October  28. 

HEBREW.  Hebrew  courses  take  place  on  the 
beginner,  intermediate,  and  advanced  levels 
during  the  day,  taught  by  Mrs.  Vivian  Finkel, 
and  on  two  levels,  beginner  and  intermediate  on 
Monday  evenings.  The  Monday  evening  Hebrew 
courses  will  be  taught  by  Mrs.  Rahel  Bloch, 
Principal  of  our  Elementary  School,  and  by 
Mr.  Jeffrey  Segelman,  a  new  member  of  the 
Sherr  Institute  faculty.
